Marie to watch the ceremonies.

Rebuild Seaway 
The Sault Ste. Marie Evening 
News noted in an editorial that 
I he gigantic lock ‘‘means that 
the entire St. Lawrence Seaway 
system of locks will have to be 
one day rebuilt to allow great­ 
er flexibility of this nation’s 
and the world's commerce. 
“ It means that channels 
in 
the Great 
Lakes system will 
have to be deepened and turns 
widened to handle bigger 
and 
falter boats,” the paper said. 
The public has been restrict­ 
ed for security purposes from 
the inner lock areas since World 
War II.

The other locks at the 
Sault and over the Great Lakes 
will allow ships to carry only 
about 29,000 tons.

Mental Illness 


Up 150% In Kids 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — An 
expert in the field says mental 
illness among U.S. children has 
jumped 150 per cent in the last 
IO years, pointing up an urgent 
need for action by the President 
and Congress. 
Michael 
Gorman, 
executive 
director of the National Com­ 
mittee Against Mental Illness, 
said the nation has at least four 
million 
emotionally 
disturbed 
children. 
He told a meeting sponsored 
by the city Health Department 
Wednesday at least a fourth of 
the 
mentally 
ailing 
children 
need treatment. But, Gorman 
said, 15 states have no facilities, 
public or private, for treating 
mentally troubled juveniles and 
another 24 states have no public 
institutions to take in children 
from 
low- and 
middle-income 
groups. 
He said two-thirds of all af­ 
flicted youngsters ‘‘are quite lit­ 
erally 
lost, 
bounced 
around 
from training schools to refor­ 
matories, to jails, and whipped 
through 
all 
kinds 
of 
under­ 
staffed agencies until they van­ 
ish.” 
Gorman previewed a report 
prepared by the Joint Commis­ 
sion on Mental Health of Chil­ 
dren. representing 53 national 
organisations, for presentation 
soon to Congress. 
A study showed that admis­ 
sion of teen-agers to state hospi­ 
ta ls has risen erne and a half 
times in the last decade, he 
said. 
Once in these ‘‘massive ware­ 
houses for the mentally ill, so 
j imderstaffed 
they 
have 
few 
professionals trained 
in child 
psychiatry.” one of every four 
of the youngsters can “antic!- 
; pate being permanently hospi­ 
talized for the next 50 years of 
; their lives,” Gorman declared. 


New Cigarette 
Warning Sought 


WASHINGTON (AP* — De­ 
spite pleas from the tobacco in­ 
dustry and over the objection of 
its chairman, the Federal Trade 
Commission is going ahead with 
hearings on a tough, new ciga­ 
rette smoking warning. 
The FTC Wednesday rejected, 
by a 3-2 vote, a move to post­ 
pone the hearings until after 
Congress takes some action on 
the smoking-health controversy.

Nixon, Trudeau 


Mark Anniversary 


MONTREAL (AP) — Presi­ 
dent Nixon and Canadian Prime 
Minister Pierre Elliott Trudeau 
will mark the 10th anniversary 
of the St. Lawrence Seaway Fri­ 
day with ceremonies at Dwight 
D. Eisenhower Lock in Masse­ 
na, N.Y., and at the Man and 
His World Exhibit in Montreal. 
The two North American lead­ 
ers will meet at the Moses-Saun- 
ders Power Dam between Corn­ 
wall, Ont., and Messena before 
going to the Eisenhower Lock 
about four miles away. Joining 
them in speeches there will be 
New York Gov. Nelson A. Rock­ 
efeller. 


The hearings will deal with a 
proposed trade regulation re­ 
quiring all cigarette advertising 
—in newspapers and magazines 
as well as television and radio 
commercials—to 
state 
clearly 
and prominently: 
‘‘Cigarette smoking is danger­ 
ous to health and may cause 
death resulting from 
cancer, 
coronary heart disease, chronic 
bronchitis, pulmonary emphyse­ 
ma and other diseases.” 
Purposely, the FTC set the be­ 
ginning of the hearings as soon 
as possible after the expiration 
of the 1965 Cigarette Labeling 
Act. 
That law, which expires Mon­ 
day, 
required 
the 
relatively 
mild warning—^“Caution: Ciga­ 
rette Smoking May Be Danger­ 
ous to Your Health.” 
The House, with the support 
of tobacco state congressmen, 
already has passed a bill that 
proposes the label, “Warning: 
The Surgeon General Has De­ 
termined that Cigarette Smok­ 
ing is Dangerous to Your Health 
and May Cause Cancer and Oth­ 
er Diseases.” 
The bill would expire July I, 
1975. and would continue to bar 
the FTC and other regulatory 
agencies from taking actions be­ 
yond the package warning. 


WASHINGTON 'AP) — The 
Army soon will send a faster tir­ 
ing quicker moving version of 
its 406-mile range Pershing mis­ 
sile to Europe to replace tacti­ 
cal aircraft in the nuclear de­ 
fense of NATO. 
The improved Pershing sys­ 
tem is mounted on wheels so it 
ran change position faster than 
the older model, which moves 
on tank-like treads, making the 
new version unit less vulnera­ 
ble. 
The Pershing lA’s faster rate 
of fire and greater mobility are 
'/ital to its newest job on what is 
tailed ‘‘quick reaction alert.” 
In this role the Pershing mis­ 
sile will replace war planes on 
nuclear alert, freeing more tac­ 
tical fighter-bombers for conv­ 
entional warfare roles. 
Originally, the Pershing was 
sent to Europe five years ago to 
provide heavy atomic artillery 
support for the U S. 7th Army 
deployed in West Germany fac­ 
ing the Iron Curtain. 
The Army will begin shipping 
the missile to Europe later this 
vear where it will be swapped, 
unit by unit, for the older ver­ 
sion without leaving any gap in 
NATO’s nuclear shield. 
While the basic missile is not 
changed, virtually all of its sup­ 
porting equipment has been up­ 
dated.

He leaned back in his chair in 
his congressional office Wednes­ 
day and sang a bit oif it. "Oh 
Happy Day! Jesus washed my 
sins away.” 
It was his first visit to the 
House since the Supreme Court 
ruled last week he never should 
have been excluded from the 
90th Congress, and he was in an 
exaltant mood. 
" I ’m on cloud nine.” he said. 
"M y lawyers are on cloud nine. 
If they ever come down we ll 
decide what to do next.” 
What Powell might do next 
has 
House 
leaders 
on 
edge. 
They don’t like to imagine the 
consequences if he presses for 
back pay or restoration of his 
congressional seniority and the 
prerogatives that go with it. 
The pay issue will have to bo 
settled by the courts if Powell J 
decides to pursue it. He regards 
the seniority question 
as 
al­ 
ready settled. 
"That s 
what 
the 
Supreme ( 
Court decision meant,” he said. i 
’'The seniority chain that w’as [ 
broken when the one link of the i 
90th Congress was taken out has 
been restored by the court.” 
If the House leaders accepted 
Powell’s

would have to deal with the 
problem of his lost chairman­ 
ship of the Education and Labor 
Committee.

chance of his getting it back, 
but to deny it to him if he is ac­ 
tually the senior member is to 
question the sanctity of the sen­ 
iority system.

Poison Threat 


The summer season is here and it’s the time 
of year for camping, automobile trips and char­ 
coal cooking. 
Be careful. 
Those fumes you breathe could be fatal. 
Bernard D. Bloomfield, writing in “Mich­ 
igan's Health,” a publication of the Michigan 
Dept, of Public Health, warns that carbon mon­ 
oxide fumes are killing at least l.BOO people a 
year in Hie United States at home, in cars, in 
motels, on buses, in cottages and camper trailers. 
Even charcoal cooking can be dangerous, 
be says. particularly if on that rainy afternoon 
■the grill is moved into a garage to finish the 
steaks. 
“Poison gas is frowned upon as a weapon 
of war,” Bloomfield says. “Yet. it is killing off 
American citizens in numbers which approach 
the 78,000 fighting men killed by chemical war­ 
fare in World War I and little has been done 
about it.” 
★ 
* 
* 
Bloomfield offered several examples of car­ 
bon monoxide deaths. Could it happen to you? 
• An elderly Michigan couple vacationing 
at an Alabama motel died of carbon monoxide 
poisoning A year later, another couple died in 
the same room. Tn both instances, the coroner 
indicated a gas heater was on. 
• TiiPee women, members of a religious 
sect, were found dead in a rented travel trailer. 
The trailer was almost new, but was equipped 
with a poorlv-deMgned heater which the actual 
owners never bad used. Tile women died after 
spending only one night in the trailer. 
• A family of four died in a small Mich­ 
igan cottage. Carbon monoxide was found to be 
developing in the combustion system of an old 
gas refrigerator. Although the combustion tube 
flame in such an appliance is small and gas con­ 
sumption is low, enough carbon monoxide had 
been generated to kill the family in just one 
night. 
• A senior citizens group boirowed a bus 
for a trip to a bird sanctuary. On the return 
trip, most of the 40 occupants became ill and 
were taken to a hospital. An elderly man who 
had passed out in the bus died of carbon mon­ 
oxide poisoning 90 minutes after the bus reached 
the hospital. 
• A middle-aged man failed to show up for 
work one day. An associate, disturbed because 
he could get no answer by telephone, asked State 
Police to investigate. Officers found the man 
lying dead on the kitchen floor next to a pail of 
soapy water, apparently intended for cleaning 
the bedroom floor where his wife had become 
violently ill during the night. Both died of car­ 
bon monoxide poisoning from a faulty furnace, 
which had pushed the fatal fumes into the warm 
air distribution system. 
* 
* 
★ 
“Carbon monoxide is a poisonous gas which 
reacts chemically with the hemoglobin of the 
red blood cells,” Bloomfield reports. “It has about 
200 to 300 times more affinity for the hemo­ 
globin in the blood than oxygen and when present 
in the air replaces oxygen for carboxyhemoglob­ 
in. Since hemoglobin is essentially an oxygen 
carrier in the circulatorv st stem the body cells 
are deprived of life-sustaining oxygen, and ill­ 
ness and death results.” 
Bloomfield said the degree of poisoning is 
measured in terms of per cent of blood satura­ 
tion, 70 to 80 per cent being lethal. If that figure 
seems high, consider that 5 to 15 per cent is 
characteristic in tile blood of a two-pack per 
day cigaret smoker. A level of IO to 20 per cent 
above normal saturation level produces head­ 
ache and throbbing in the temples of most peo­ 
ple. 
*

★ 
The V. S. Dept, of Health, Education and 
Welfare reports that at least 1,000 persons die 
yearly from carbon monoxide poisoning. As 
many as 4,000 are seriously overcome. 
Most of those deaths and illnesses could be 
prevented by simple precautions, such as proper 
maintenance and venting at home, watching 
exhaust systems on automobiles for leaks and by 
using “common sense” when traveling or camp­ 
ing. 
When in doubt, get fresh air. 
“Tlie carbon monoxide problem is not likely 
to become an unimportant and dated relic of the 
soace age in our time or for future generations,” 
Bloomfield said. “It is apt to become mole ser­ 
ious merely because of population growth and 
tile fantastic consumption of fuel that accom­ 
panies such growth. More cars, more homes, 
more appliances and more people doing more 
things serve to compound the problem.” 
Tile killer gas makes no age or social dis­ 
tinctions, he emphasizes. 
Why take chances?

Equal Protection 
Is Mirage In U.S.

It’s hard to keep up with 
what passes for reason in this 
benign ted year of 1969. 
The Constitution guarantees 
equal protection of the laws. 
But the w’hole field of taxation 
is a mishmash of special ex­ 
emptions for special 
people; 
even the progressive income 
tax is a denial of equal pro­ 
tection. 
In the South, school districts 
axe told to integrate lest they 
be deprived of federal money; 
at Antioch College in the North. 
an exception is made for black 
students who wish to exclude 
whites from specified courses. 
Court rulings have recently 
compelled northern states to 
abolish their residency require­ 
ments for relief, the idea being 
that 
residency 
clauses 
deny 
equal protection to new refu­ 
gees from regions where pub­ 
lic assistance is kept at a pit­ 
tance. This interpretation of the 
lawr overrides the old Brandeis- 
Frankfurter 
theory 
that 
the 
states are entitled 
to make 
their own decisions in social 
legislation. There are residency 
requirements when it comes to 
voting; why not, then, when it 
Is a matter of relief? 
it

Interstate commerce 
Is one 
area in which the states are 
constitutionally 
forbidden 
to 
e n g a g e in 
favoritism. 
Yet 
strange things happen here. 
In 
Connecticut, 
the 
state 
whose judges led the way in 


declaring that relief payments 
could not be based on terms 
of residency, a sales tax deduc­ 
tion on a car trade-in is allow­ 
ed only when the seller is reg­ 
istered in the state. 
Colorado 
permits a sales tax deduction 
only on proof that the car is 
being resold locally. 
Is this sort of favoritism con­ 
sonant with providing 
equal 
protection to car owners, let 
alow the question of applying 
the interstate commerce clause 
to trade-ins of a product whose 
components 
come 
from 
just 
about everywhere in the U. S.? 
Several 
s t a t e s 
including 
North Carolina, Florida, 
and 
Kansas tax products originating 
outside their 
boundaries, 
but 
exempt the same products if 
they are made at home. The 
Georgia Legislature has passed 
enabling legislation that per­ 
mits communities and counties 
to use tax incentives to build 
up local economies. This is all 
to the good provided the incen­ 
tives are granted on a non­ 
discriminatory basis.
